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Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  this  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Dalton-in-Fumess  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decenber  1971.  The 
contents  and  layout  follow  the  requirements  of  the  Department 
of  Health  Circular  l/72. 

The  population  estimate  has  shown  an  encouraging  increase, 
once  again,  to  11,320.  Births,  at  200,  were  much  the  sane  as 
for  the  previous  year,  but  deaths,  115,  were  the  lowest  for 
many  years. 

One  male  death  in  ten,  xms  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  association  of  this  disease  with  cigarette  smoking  is  well 
known,  and  cannot  be  ignored.  The  government  has  only  taken 
token  measures  in  a public  health  education  campaign,  but  for 
the  first  tine,  since  the  war,  over  half  the  adult  population 
do  not  smoke  cigarettes,  and  it  does  appear  that  advertisers 
are  now  directing  their  efforts  to  certain  social  classes  and 
women. 


It  has  to  be  accepted,  that  it  is  only  a very  determined 
and  strong-willed  adult  who  can  stop  smoking,  but  we  really 
must  dissuade  the  children  from  starting. 

There  is  great  scope  for  property  improvement,  encouraging 
owners  and  landlords  of  dwelling  houses  to  take  advantage  of  the 
generous  grants  now  available.  The  days  of  slum  clearance  areas 
are  drawing  to  a close,  and  our  aim  should  be  conservation;  it 
is  cheaper  to  give  a house  a "face  lift"  than  to  demolish  it  and 
build  a new  one. 

Onoe  again,  full  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out  at  the 
slaughter  house,  despite  an  almost  50 fo  increase  in  through-put. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  was  detected. 

Ue  have  reached  the  position  that  if  a cow  is  found  producing 
tuberculin  positive  milk,  we  look  for  a human  source.  In  this 
connection,  it  is  worth  recording  that  we  arc  now  in  a Brucellosis 
Eradication  Area,  the  first  to  be  declared  in  the  country. 

I ackowledge  with  sincerity  the  continued  hard  work  of  ny 
colleagues  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  preventive  medicine, 
and  thank  members  for  their  interest  in  our  work.

The  Urban  District  of  Da It on- in-Furness  is  situated  in  the 
North  Uestern  part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County 
Borough  of  Barrow-in-Furness  and  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District. 
Height  above  Ordnance  Datum  varies  between  850  feet  in  the  north- 
east to  sea  level  in  the  west.  There  are  outcrops  of  limestone  in 
various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there  has  been 
extensive  mining  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface 
considerably  scarred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  areas  flooded  with 
water. 


The  chief  industries  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-making, 
brickworks , clothing  manufacture  and  agriculture,  but  a large 
proportion  of  tho  male  working  population  is  employed  in  the 
shipyards  and  engineering  works  at  Barrow-in-Furness.

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of 
age  was  7,  equivalent  to  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rato  of  55  per  1000  live  births.  This  is  twice 
the  national  rate.  Owing  to  the  smallness  of 
the  numbers  involved,  rates  can  vary  considerably 
from  year  to  year,  and  the  average  for  the 
previous  five  years  was  19*5  per  1000  live  births.

Laboratory  Facilitie s 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  .and  water  samples, 
as  well  as  of  specimens  of  faeces,  etc.  from  individual 
patients,  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Preston.  Chemical  analyses  of  milk  and  water  are  performed 
by  the  County  Analyst.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  notified  illnesses  has  now 
fallen  dramatically.  Although  not  obvious  from  the  table,  Measles 
typically  assumed  epidemic  proportions  in  alternate  years,  but  since 
1963,  a protective  vaccine  has  boon  available,  and  an  encouraging  number 
of  children  have  been  immunised.  The  efficiency  will  bo  found  in  1972 
when  theoretically,  another  measles  epidemic  is  due. 


Vaccination  _and__  Imunisa t i on 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  a comprehensive  free  service 
for  immunisation  and  vaccination  is  available.  At  present, 
protection  is  offered  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles,  at  school  clinics,  child  health  centres, 
and  by  most  general  nodical  practitioners. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  older 
children,  and  a vaccine  against  Rubella  (Goman  Ileasles)  to  older 
school  girls. 

During  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  routine 
vaccination  of  babies  against  smallpox.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Tho  provision  and  naintenance  of  public  water  supplies 
throughout  the  District  is  tho  responsibility  of  the  Furness  Water 
Board.  Dalton  is  supplied  fron  Poaka  Bock  and  Ilighfield  reservoirs 
and  Askan  fron  tho  Ulpha  intake  of  the  reiver  Duddon. 

The  supply  x\ras  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout 
the  year. 

3,881  dwellings  are  now  supplied  direct  fron  public  nains, 

13  have  private  supplies. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Sewage  fron  Dalton  is  taken  to  screening  tanks  near  the 
site  of  tho  old  gasworks  and  tho  effluent  is  then  discharged  to  the 
Barrow  Corporation  sewerage  syston.  Tho  sewage  fron  Askan  is 
passed  through  screening  tanks  and  tho  effluent  discharged  to  the 
Duddon  estuary.  The  Dalton  syston  is  grossly  overloaded  and  the 
Askan  syston  is  far  below  modern  standards.  Consulting  Engineers 
have  been  engaged  and  have  prepared  plans  for  tho  improvement  of 
both  systens.  Sewage  fron  tho  hamlet  of  Newton  passes  through  a 
settlement  tank,  tho  effluent  being  discharged  to  a stream.  Lindal 
and  Martin  have  modern  sewage  disposal  plant  where  full  treatment 
is  given  before  discharging  the  effluent  to  nearby  streams. 

2 houses  have  privy  middens  and  another  1 has  a pail  closet, 
the  remainder  being  on  tho  waiter  carriage  system.
